GENERAL THROUGH REPRESENTATIVES OF WHO, WFP, UNHCR, UNICEF, 

AND UNDP IN LUANDA FOR ASSISTANCE TO THE NAMIBIAN REFUGEE 
VICTIMS. SINCE THEN THESE ORGANIZATIONS HAVE BEEN RE- 
SPONDING WITH THE FOLLOWING RESULTS (ACCORDING TO UNHCR 
CURRENT STATISTICS):

INDIFFERENCE OR, WORSE, HOSTILITY TOWARD AFRICAN LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS, AS EXEMPLIFIED BY ATTITUDE OF AFRICAN UNHCR 
OFFICIALS REPORTED GENEVA 7338 (NOTAL), WHICH IS BEING
